her help, she dictatcs remedies 
during their sleep; she stands 
over the sick in their sleep and 
prescribes remedies and these 
who obey her directions ore 
marvelously healed. D. S. writ- 
ings. 

Did this Isis really come and 
speak to suffering humanity? 
No! I say emphatically no! but 
only a idemon appeared. It is 
said that this gocdess al-o he- 
came the favorite deity of the 
early emperors of the Roman 
empire, but the abominable im- 
purity that characterized her 
worship provoked several at- 
tempts to abolish it. It is alse 
claimed that because of this, the 
Romans decided to change the 
name of this famous goddess 
and gave her the name or title 
of “Virgin Mary.”

DIVINE HEALING 


Perry W. Hadsock 





Divine—of God;  heal—to 
cure; make sound; healing; 
curative, 


Among the many teachings 
taught in the New Testament, 
divine healing is one as plain 
and simple to be understood as 
any. Though this subject is 
often slighted by the masses, 
yet it is a blessing God intend- 
ed His people to share, but so 
many fail to get a clear con- 
ception of divine healing. 

There are those who think 
it an impossible thing for God 
to really heal and make sound 
without the application of drugs. 
Then there are those who be- 
lieve and know that God can 
and does heal according to His 
Word. Then there are those 
who believe God can heal with- 
out them complying with His 
Word. Though there are severai 
classes of believers regarding 
divine healing there is but one 
way to get healed with divine 
power and that was prophesied 
by the prophet, Isaiah in chap- 
ter 53:5. “And with his stripes 
we are healed.” 


“Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: And the 
prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have commit- 
ted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him.” James 5:14, 15. We ses 
that getting healed depends on 
the amount of faith we have. 
Just here is where so many 
fail, they have faith but it is 
what we would call dead faith. 


“What doth it profit, my 
brethren, though a man say he 
hath faith, and have not works? 
can faith save him? if a broth- 
er. or sister be naked, and 
destitute of daily food, And one 
of you say unto them, Depart 
in peace, be ye warmed and ‘il!- 
ed; notwithstanding ye give 
them not *t ose things which are 
needful to the body; what doth 
it profit? Even so faith, if it 
hath not works, is dead, being 
alone.” James 2:14-17. Though 
James here is speaking of pro- 
viding the needs of the body, 
yet he was explaining what faith 
is. 

We do not mean to convey 
the idea that there is so much 
work in getting healed of God 
but in many cases God expects 
us to do our part, such as bind- 
ing up a broken limb or setting 
a misplaced joint etc., that He 
may do His work—make sound. 
God has all power and can ac- 
complish anything at His will 
but He wants us to do our part 
of the work, thereby, proving 
that we have faith in Him to 
do His. He is to take the place 
of the drugs and we are to do 
the other—show that we have 
faith by our works. 


“Yea a man may say, Thou 
hast faith, and I have works: 
shew me thy faith without try 
works, and I will shew thee my 
faith by my works. Thou be- 
lievest that there is one God: 
thou doest well: the devils also 
believe, and tremble. But wilt 
thou know, O vain man, that 
faith without works is dead.” 
James 3:18-20. 


Here the two is made plain, 
faith alone never did amount to 
anything. A man has faith t- 
believe if he should plant seed 
he would reap a crop but be- 
Heving f€ without doing his part 
would accomplish little results. 
God has a plan to follow in all 
His dealing with men. 


Jesus when teaching divine 
healing did not condemn those 
who could not trust Him for 
their healing for He said He 
came not to condemn the world 
but to fulfill, but some accused 
Him and so it is to-day. One 
gets faith enough in God to 
trust Him for the healing of 
his body, “to cure” and some 
are ready to accuse them of 
condemning the physician and 
His work when we do not. We 
only let God do that which He 
has promised and hope the 
physician will do his duty. 


Luke we learn was a_ physi- 
cian, but when he learned of 
Jesus and His love he followed 
Him though, no doubt, he 
made use of some of this knowl- 
‘edge as did Paul. The prophet 
Hosea said God’s people were 
destroyed for lack of knowledge, 
so divine healing comes through 
obedience in every respeet. Our 


faith is a live faifh and not a 
dead faith. 

May the Lord give us more 
knowledge and faith that counts 
that we won’t make accusation 
that is not Scriptural and seek 
to lead others to the blessing 
of divine healing and try to force 
them. Love never faileth.
